WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 16.—After 


long delay Secretary Carlisle sent his an- 
nual report to congress today. 
He is of 


the opinion that there will be a deficiency 
of about $17,000,000 during the current 
fiscal year. He still believes the secretary 
of treasury ought always to have author- 
ity to issue and sell short time bonds,bear- 


low rate of interest to supply casual 


deficiencies in the revenue. 


With a complete return to no.'iral busi- 


ness conditions and proper supei vision 
over the expenditures, the revenue laws 
now in force will yield ample means foi 
the support of the public service upon 
the present basis. During the fiscal years 


1894 and 1895 ordinary expenditures of the 
government had been decreased f 27,2'i2,655 
as compared with the fiscal year 1893 and 
ie believes a further reduction can be 
made without impairing the efficiency of 
the public service. 


The secretary declares United States 


notes and treasury notes should be retired 
from circulation at the earliest practicable 
day, and that the government should be 
relieved from providing a credit currency 
for the people. If the legal-tender notes 
were retired he says there is reason to be- 
ieve a large amount of gold will take 
.heir place in the currency. The retire- 
ment of the legal tender notes would not 
necessarily produce any contraction of 
circulation. 


Mr. Carlisle says that experience has 


clearly shown that the policy of attempt 
ng to retain the United Stites notes and 
reasury notes as a part of our circulating 
medium and to redeem them in coin on 
presentation and reissue them after re- 
demption must be abandoned or such 
means must be provided as will facilitate 
the efforts of the secretary to maintain a 
coin reserve sufficient to keep the public 
assured of the stability of all our currency 
and of our ability at all times to preserve 
equality in the exchangable value of its 
various parts. The issue of bonds to pro- 
cure coin for the reserve is the only effec- 
tual method now available under the law. 
Unless conditions are radically changed 
the ultimate result will be the creation of 
a d ebt much larger than would be required 
to retire and cancel all the notes. 


After discussing the disturbance to the 


currency caused by the silver purchasing 
act, the secretary says that the great loss 
of revenue, instead of being the cause of 
our financial diflScultses is one of the ef- 
fects produced by a defective currency 
system. It is not probable that there 
would have been any considerable ex- 
cess of expenditures over receipts if the 
business of the people had not been inter- 
rupted by the disturbances growing out 
of the unsatisfactory condition of our cur- 
rency. 


It would be futile and dangerous at thi8 


time to attempt a correction of our finan 
cial disorders otherwise than by a total 
removol of their causes. No surplus reve. 
nue however large could extricate us from 
our present difficulties or give assurance 
of safety in the future unless it should be 
required to be paid in gold under a system 
which would exempt the government 
from the obligation to furnish gold when 
demanded to be used in making the pay- 
ments. Such a system is impossible as 
ong as the United States notes and 
treasury notes are kept in circulation and 
are redeemable in gold by the govern- 
ment. 


There is but one asfe and effectual way, 


the secretary says, to protect our treasury 
against these demands, and that is to re- 
tire and cancel the notes which consti- 
tute the only means through which the 
withdrawals can be made. 
This can be 


most successfully and economically ac- 
complished by authorizing the secretary 
of the treasury to issue from time to time 
three per cent gold bonds having a long 
time to run and to exchange the bonds for 
United States notes,or to sell them abroad 
for gold, and use the gold thus obtained in 
redeeming the outstanding notes. 


The national banks should be authorized 


to issue notes equal in amount to the face 


of bonds deposited to secure them 


and the tax on their circulation should be 
reduced to one-fourth of one per cent, per 
annum. The treasury should also be re- 
lieved from the responsibility for the re- 
demption of national bank notes except 
worn, mutilated and defaced notes, and 
the notes of failed banks, and each asso- 
:i.vtion should be required to redeem its 
ir;ulntionat its own office and at agen- 
cies designated by the comptroller of the 
currency.

MYSTERIOUS^ DEATH. 


John Frazier of the Notch Found 


Dead in Bed Yesterday 


Morning. 


THE RESET OF SUDDEN ILLNESS- 


Medical Examiner Brown Called In. He 


Could Learn but Little from the 


Family. Decides to Hold an 


Autopsy- 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown was 


called to the Notch yesterday morning 
shortly after 5 o'clock to view the remains 
of John Frasier, who had been found 
dead in his bed about 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 


The scene of the death was not an im-i 


posing one, and the circumstances under 
which the man died were of such a. nature 
that Dr. Brown deemed it advisible and 
also necessary to hold an autopsy this 
afternoon in order to learn the cause of 
the man's death. 


The story of the affair could not be very 


satisfactorily learned from Mrs. Frazier, 
who through ignorance of the cause, or 
perhaps not fully realizing her position in 
the matter, did not enlighten the exam- 
iner to any extent. She claims that her 
husband, who was about forty-three years 
old, returned from town Saturday even- 
ing as usual, and at the customary hour 
the family sat down to supper. A few 
hours later Mr. Frazier complained of a 
pain in his stomach and decided that the 
wisest course was to seek his bed, where 
the increasing pain might be allayed. He 
went to sleep about midnight, it is be- 
lieved, and when Mrs. Frazier went into 
his room at 4 o'clock to see how he was 
she found him lying on his face and dead. 


After some delay a neighbor was dis- 


patchsd for the medical examiner. On 
his arrival the family were carefully ques- 
tioned, but their replies were so conflict- 
ing and laconic that Dr. Brown decided to 
hold an autopsy to ascertain, if possible, 
the real cause of death. 


The autopsy was held this afternoon by 


Medical Examiner Dr. O. J. Brown who 
was assisted by Dr. Homer Bushnell and 
Dr. M. M. Brown. 
The 
examination 


showed that death was caused by the rup- 
turing of a blood vessel at the base of the 
heart. The internal organs were found 
in a very fair state of healthiness.

At St. John's church last evening 


J. C. Tebbetts dealt with the temperance 
question in a way very different from that 
generally followed by the pulpit here and 
elsewhere. His subject was "Temperance, 
Not Prohibition," and his text was a part 
of the twenty-fifth verse of the ninth 
chapter of First Corinthians. 


"And every man that striveth for the mastery 


is temperate in all things." 


Perhaps, said Mr. Tebbetts in opening, 


you were surprised last Sunday to find 
this, with two other pulpits in town, 
silent while four others were speaking in 
no uncertain sounds on the temperance 
question. But the delinquent churches, 
if such you see fit to consider them, do 
not believe in a sudden outburst on this 
question just before election. 
The Rom- 


ish and Anglican churches are doing much 
Tor temperance every day in the year. 
They take people in their infancy and com- 
mit them to God, to temperance and to 
chastity. 


There is great 
misconception 
and 


misuse of the term "Temperance." The 
moderate man is one who goes not too 
.fast or too far, but not one who does not 
go at all. The man who is temperate in 
eating,eats properly, but does not cease to 
eat. Temperance means moderation in 
all things and not an absolute law of pro- 
hibition, which makes temperance im- 
possible. Prohibition cuts off all occasion 
for moderation. 


Temperance is the higher principle. 


Prohibition is law and bondage. It puts 
a man in a straight-jacket and seeks to 
build a high wall around society. But 
temperance is liberty, which allows a 
man's conscience to be his ruler. Prohi- 
bition trusts no one. Temperance trusts 
every one and looks for the conscience to 
lead to right living without the surrender 
of one's dignity and responsibility. 


There is no other subject which should 


be more temperately dealt with than that 
of intemperance. 
Many so-called tem- 


perance people are the most intemperate 
of all. They will not admit that a man 
can oppose prohibition and be sincere in 
his desire for temperance 
But I cannot 


forget the unholy alliance last winter of 
Prohibitionists and the liquor interests to 
defeat the Norwegian bill in the legisla- 
ture, a bill that was designed to better 
control the liquor traffic. 


Nothing is gained by intemperance in 


speech in any cause. On the other hand' 
by such means ths good that is sought is 
Jost sight of and antagonism is aroused.* 
"Every man who striveth for the mastery 
is temperate in all things." 
But temper- 


ance must come naturally; it cannot be 
brought about by force. 


Temperance is necessary to a sound 


mind in a sound body. And what is best 
for the individual is best for the family. 
The head of a family has no right to ruin 
his health or lesssn his responsibility to 
those dependent upon him. And what is 
best for the individual and the family is 
best for society. If the sewage is breed- 
ing disease or public amusements are cor- 
rupting morals there should be immediate 
correction. And so with intemperance. 
It should be punished. No one has a right 
to injure himself, his family or the com- 
munity. Intempercnce is a moral and 
physical disease. It leads to law break- 
ing, to poverty and to wretchedness. 


We all ought to be deeply concerned 


for the removal of intemperance, but the 
question is one of methods. How best to 
control or remove it is the question. And 
if we cannot remove the evil, how can we 
best control it? One says "vote for prohi- 
bition," but how has this been enforced in 
most of the cities and large towns where 
it has been tried? How was it here some 
ten years ago? I was not here then, but I 
am told it was a failure. How was it in 
Pittsfield for the past two years, and how 
is it in Adams this year? To vote prohibi- 
tion 
is one thing, 
to enforce it is 


another. The chief of police tells mo 
that 
the 
superior 
court 
is 
more 


than eighteen months behind in its trial? 
of liquor cases. To enforce no-Ielense we 
must have the superior conrt, the local 
court and an overruling public sentiment 
behind us. Without these nothing can 
be done. The law is the will of the peo- 
ple. Has anything been done the past 
year to create a change of sentiment in 
this town? If not, I do not see what 
could be accomplished by voting no- 
license. To do so and not enforce the 
law would be worse than nothing, and 
would set the cause of temperance back 
ten years. And that is just what would 
happen if we should vote no-license. We 
are not ready for it. The courts must be 
overhauled and strengthened before we 
can make prohibition effective. I would 
do all in my power for no-license if I 
thought it could be enforced. 


I would suggest that a temperance 


league be formed for a campaign of edu- 
cation, a campaign that might require 
five or ten years to complete its work, 
and when the sentiment of the commu- 
nity reaches a point where no-license can 
be enforced, then let it come. 


We do not want the liquor traffic scat- 


tered all over the town. It is now well 
confined and under the eye of the police. 
It is better to have free rum than rum in 
,mbush. It is the c'gar or glass of beer 
that a boy gets oa the sly that he enjoys 
most, and I believe that so long as we can- 
not stamp out the liquor traffic we should 
seep it as open as possible. The sin of 
egalizing the traffic is not so great as that 
of scattering it. We all want temperance 
)iit we can get it best in temperate ways. 
We do not want to put people in the posi- 
,ion of slaves and cause them to feel that 
they have lost their manhood. People 
can te reached by kindness better than by 
brce. We must not be short-sighted. 
We can vote away beer and whiskey, but 
compulsion will not cure the habit. A 
man is not reformed by making it impos- 
sible for him to get drink. In Pittsfield 
there was a great rush when the bars were 
reopened. What had been done to reform 
those men except to vote "no?" 


The temperance question is a great soc- 
al problem and all should bear their part 
n the solution of it.

WANTS LABOR'S AID. 


How Charlotte Smith Proposes to Deal With 


the Social Evil Problem. 


NEW YORK, Dec. IS.—Charlotte Smith, 


well known in Boston as president of tho 
Woman's Bescue league, is to address tho 
American Federation of Labor conven- 
tion. She wishes the worklngman to co- 
operate with her league in securing legis- 
lation to regulate Ihc social evil. Mrs. 
Smith proposes to submit bills in the legis- 
latures of New York and Massachusetts 
which will place disorderly houses under 
police regulations. She would have thess 
places in every city confined to one dis- 
trict, that district to be as far as possible 
from schools, from tenements and from all 
Institutions where influence for good 
might; be diminished by their presence. 
Mrs. Smith said that many of the places 
in the vicinity of the Bowery were tame 
when contrasted with the wicked places of 
Boston.
